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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Independent Claims 26, 27, 37 and 38 are drawn 
to a method of reduction treatment of metal oxides (Claims 26 and 27) or steelmaking waste (Claims 37 and 38). The claims do not include 
a step of preventing inorganic zinc, lead or alkali metal compounds of oxygen or halogens from depositing inside the exhaust gas treatment 
system of a rotary-hearth furnace as argued. Recovering a secondary dust is also not claimed in Claims 26 and 27. Also, a dehydrated 
material enriched in zinc and or lead compounds after reduction is not claimed in Claims 26 or 27. The difference in Myerson' 1 98 and 
Myerson '490 between solubilities at 90C and 80C is less than 10%. Additionally, according to MPEP § 2141.03, a prior art reference must 
be considered in its entirety, i.e. as a whole, including portions that would lead away from the claimed invention. The argument that the zinc 
remains in the solid state and not be leached into the solution is not claimed in Claims 26 and 27. Regarding the teachings of Myerson '198 
with Ibaraki et al, Myerson '198 teaches 95-100% zinc oxide recovery (column 4, lines 6-8). This reads on at most 5% zinc oxide still 
present. A dehydrated material enriched in zinc is not claimed. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, It is noted that the features upon which applicant relies as stated above are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See 
In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
